MINING MONOPOLISTS AND THEIR 



DEFENDERS. 



The defenders ol llie mining monopolists, 
like other poor logicians; have been engage.l 
in spinning a rope ol Band that is broken us 
soon ns touched. They Blurt out in the moat 
pompous, inflnled, and pedantic manner im 
nginnble to convince the public that mining 
monopolies are the (piinlessenco of modern 
economical science. With all the vanity ol' 
li silly girl in her teens, who thinks herself 
admired by everybody when she is ncarcely 
noticod, let alonu flattered', somo orthese self- 
important Sir Oracles tell us that they '•repre- 
sent the opinions of the largest and most in- 
fluential body of men in thi3 city and upper 
country." Such inflated vanity in people cf 
alendur abilities, and less experience, touch- 
ing the subject of which they proclaim tlifctn- 
gelvea the masters— the heralds of a new in- 
dustrial era— is superlatively ridiculous, and 
only becoming in "illiterate journalists.'' 
The property-holders of this city and in British 
Co'umbia are disposed to pause and contem- 
plate the consequences before they consent to 
revolutionize the mining laws— repeal the 
existing restrictions agaiust a monopoly of 
the minerul lands. People who have nothing 
to lose and everything to gain are easily en- 
listed in revolutionary doctrines. People who 
concoct schetnes to- grow rich suddenly by 
undoing the work of a million of llie Anglo- 
Saxon race in California, Australia, "Washoe 
New Zealand, Idaho, nsd Colorado, may 
chuckle over illogical dissertations written 
to subserve their unholy ends. These peo- 
ple uro willing to have the vital principles of 
ruining laws in every Aoglo-Sbxon gold- 
producing country christened " anomalies." 
They will even consent to "misrepresentation.' 1 
But tho solid men of the counlry who intend 
to summer and winter in the country — who 
are not mere birds of passage— not men whoso 
motto is " grab and leave " — not men who 
hare nothing to lose and all to gain— these 
jv, en _be they property-holders, tradjrs, me- 
chanics or laborers— are tho bulwarks of the 
country ; these merr are not disposed to deny 
the testimony of facts— they are not willing 
to ignore the examples of prosperity afforded 1 
by Australia, California, Washoe and New 
Zealand— examples which have been wholly 
and solely created by the recognition and up- 
holding of a vital principle in the mining 
laws that guarantees— insures— the distribu- 
tion of mineral lands among the masses of 
the population, rather than centralizing it in 
the hands of a few. 

Flippant wiseacres whose inexperienced 
wits are turned by the novelty attached to 
tho resurrection of an exploded feudal doctrine 
may dogmatically assert, that all who are 
opposed to making placer diggings "real 
estate" are " dogs in the manger," whereas 
the whole tendency of tlu-ir arguments is lo 
create monopolies by which tho Table ol the 
"dog in the manger" may bo practically 
illustrated by monopolists in Cariboo. 

Reference is made to the copper mines of 
Cornwall. But copper veins are not placer 
diggings. There is rjfo resemblance between 
tho two. It might be more to tho pur- 
pose of the monopolists, if they referred to 
Russian example. On tho Kouro— in tho 
Ural mountains — the mine3 are monopolised ; 
tho miners are serfs or exiles. There feudal 
lords and feudal principles prevail. There 
Gold is for tho few, not for tho many. Thai 
is the pith nnd substance of all the agitation 
about making mining claims real estate in 
Cariboo, like town lots in Vale. Our Sierras 
are asked to copy Russian example. Mexi- 
can peonage, Russian serldom, and Chinese 
coolies, are to be the models for the statesman 
in which to mould— dwarf— the manly- 
energetic, intelligent, enterprising miner in, 
British Columbia. A genuine "dog in the 
manger" policy, which would cajole the 
miner to give up a certainty for a shadow— 
bamboozle tho miner to relinquish a title which 
costs him fivo dollars a year, for the specioUB 
scheming promises of monopolists, whose 
interest it is everywhere to reduce the price 
of labor. 

"We have been afforded lately a rare illua- 
traiion of the gamo that is being played to 
change our mining lands into real estate 
No less an authority than a morning paper 
that claims to " represent the majority in 
this city nnd upper country" in favor of 
robbing tho miner of his patrimony, tells us 
that mineral lands are "real estate" in Califor- 
nia. Nothing is more untrue than this. 
Nothing is more calculated to misdirect the 
public. Tim real truth is • the only auriferous 
land in California that is " real estate" is the 
Fremont Mariposa Grant, and that was not 
cotfirmcd till tho placer diggings in 
Maripcsa were well-nigh exhausted. Through- 
out the length and breadth of tho gild-fields 
in California, with the abovo exception, 
there is not a foot square of placer diggings 
in which the lille is not vested in the gov- 
ernment of the United States. In Washoe 
also the United States holds the litlo. The 
minen are not even licensed by the United 
States to dig gold in plucer diggings or 
■work quartz veins in California or in Washoe. 
Ditch companies have no title from the gen- 
eral government. Even the agriculturalist 
who cultivates a farm on mineral lands has 
no title but a possessory one. The whole 
mining population of California and Washoe 
are trespassers on the national domain, and 
may he ejected by the goverument of the 
United States ut its pleasure. Yet in tli« 
face of these facts, that may bo verified by 
any one, we have a morning paper asserting 
that mining claims havo been " real e3tute" 
"in California since 1856." If this state- 
ment be not put forth to misdirect the public 
mind, what is tho inexplicable " notive" 
that has pushed it into priut? Such a glar- 
ing misstatement cannot surely be attributed 
to ignorance ? We are at a loss to imagine 
from whom the "information was obtained ?" 
"Old California miners"?— certainly not from 
them, they know better. It may be from 
Borne one who has palmed oil a " soil." 

Bo the source of false inspiration what it 
may, the representative of " the opinions of 
the majority in this city and upper country," 
is either in ignorance, of or has disregarded ihe 
first rule of reasoners; and strangely enough 
that could only he expected in "illiterate jour- 
nalists. " Whoever wishes to reason rightly 
is careful of the rule: " Be correct in your 
facts." For if a reusoner starls out with 
false premises he naturally arrives nt wrong 
conclusions. Arguments ao based arc like a 
rope of sand — broken ns soon ns touched. 
"What becomes then of the specious reasoning 
of the herald of the new era? Its facts are 
"false facts." Its conclusions crronoous ones 
It might us well have been engaged in writing 
a now edition of Robinson Crusoe, or Jack 
the Giant Killer, or " the Gjose that laid the 



Golden Egg," or in taking warning of the "deg 
that snapped at the bone carried by his shad- 
dow in the stream, and lost the one he held 
in his mouth." But the logicians of ihe monop- 
olists, mistaken as they nre, afford us an ex- 
cellent opportunity to demonstrate by the 
example of California nnd Washoe, that a 
country can become great arid flourishing 
through the development of its mineral re- 
sources, although the mineral lands are not 
real estate, and although all persons residing 
I upon them are trespassers. There are, aside 
i from placer diggings, three great branches of 
i mineral industry in California nnd Washoe, 
I which havo flourished: River claims, quarts! 
j olaims, and ditches. Hundreds of thousands of 
| dollars have been invested in Hunting opera - 
tions on the Feather, Yuba, American, nnd 
i other rivers in California. Similar amounts 
I have been absorbed by quartz-mills ; nnd half 
' a million nt a tinv? by Ditch companies. The 
' Gould-Curry silver-mills in Washoe cost 
§500.000. If all these interests have flour- 
ished on claims held by trespasers--clairng 
workable or olse jnmpable— if plaeer raining 
has succeeded at the same time on the same 
precarious tenure ns other kinds of mining — 
if multitudes of companies havo been organ 
isod and worked successfully in California 
without any title except a possessory one, whnl 
hindrance can there bo to tho creation of 
similar companies, or to the execution of 
similar industrial projects in Cariboo, since 
the Crown licenses the miner to lake out the 
gold, and protects him against all trespassers? 
What can be done in California can be done 
on Williams Creek. It is not a greoter enter- 
prise to tunnel the Bald Hills, or prospect Ihe 
flats on Williams Creek, than to tunnel Table 
Mountain, or turn the Yuba out of its bed.

Tub Beacon Hili. Trkasuiif..— Charles 
Gove was again brought Up in the PoMcd 
Court yesterday. The rtlaMer-at arms ol H. 
M. S. Sutlej waa examined, and showed that 
tho prisoner did not obtain leave of nbsoncn 
until Wednesday afternoon. From this evi- 
dence Mr. Bishop argued that tho prisoner 
could not have seen tho prosecutor hide li is 
money on tlia preceding day, und alter again 
placing before the court tho several points for 
determination before the prisoner could be 
legally charged with the offence, left Iho case 
>n the hands of the court. Mr. Pemberlon 
oaid tho prisoner hud been ably defended, and 
every point in his favor had been put for- 
wnrd, but lie considered that it was not com- 
petent for h'm as a justice of the peace to 
* lake cojinitatico of such a case ; it was his 
duty to send it to a higher court for a jury to 
petermimj whether tho prisoner had found 
and taken the money or not. There were 
various points for a jury to consider, aud tho 
Crown prosecutor would decide upon the form 
in which o charge would be preferred. It 
was a case of great importance to the public 
generally, and it could never be said that the 
course pursued by the prisoner upon finding 
a large sum of monoy was an honest one. In- 
formation should have been laid, and nn 
enquiry instituted an to the rightful owner. 
He therefore felt no hesitation in sending tho 
case for trial. Mr. Bishop applied lor an 
order from the court for a sum of money 
lodged by the prisoner in the hands of .Mr. 
King for tho purpose of conducting his defence. 
Mr. Pemberlon said he would consider me 
application. 

Street Improvements.— While the City 
Fathers are resting on their oars from tho 
lack of important business for discussion, it 
would be well if attention were turned to the 
state of Government and other streets. Large 
loose stones are permitted to remain on 
cither side of the streots, alike annoying to 
Cqueslrlans and pedestrians, which, by the 
employment of a couple of carts for a day or 
two, might bo easily removed. While the 
stenches arising from drains between 
Brouo;lilon and Johnson streets, likewise on 
the lower portion of Yates street, are beyond 
endurance. The council deserve nil credit for 
the great iniprovments wrought by Iheni in 
tho general appearance of our streets since 
funds have been nt their command, but the 
wretched, or rather total want ol proper drain- 
age in some of the more densely populated 
parts ol the city is a crying evil, and deserv- 
ing of immediate attention. 

Curiol's Phenomena. — The atmosphere last 
night was filled with electricity, and fur 
several hours the flashes of lightning were 
frequent and very vivid. At about half past 
ten an extraordinary phenomenon was ob- 
served on the Olympian range in Washington 
Territory. While the flashes every now mid 
then lit "up tho Heavens anil defined the bold 
outline of those noble mountains, on a sud- 
den the two highest snosvy peaks became so 
brilliantly illuminated as to appear on fire, 
and continued so for several minutes, when 
the luminous appearance became gradually 
more faint und then disappeared. 

City Council. — The Council met last 
Evening at half-past seven. Present— Coun- 
cillors Copland, Reed, Searby, Stronnch, 
Lewis and Hicks. Mr. Copland moved that 
Mr. Hicks take tho chair. The motion was 
not seconded, and Mr. Hicks moved that 
Capt. Reid take the chair. Mr. Lewis then 
moved that the Council adjourn to Monday 
evening next at the usual hour, there being 
no important butincss to transact aud several 
councillors having engagements. The motion 
was seconded by Mr . Stronach nud carried 
unanimously.

Farming at Cowichan. 

VICTORIA, August 512, 1803. 
Editor British ColoMist— Sir : r*°t wish- 
ing to ofleiid youf correspondent, * A llus- 
bandman," by taking no notice of his letter; 
I will merely say 1 note its spirit, and as he 
is clearly a lover of the beautiful, and "a 
thing of beauty i3 n joy forever," I do not 
wish to disturb him in the full enjoyment of 
that sentiment, aud will pass on lo things of 
the earth, earthy, and enuearor to raise his 
depressed ppirits, which evidently have re 
ceived a severe shock Irom tho advice given 
him by the bold Victorian gentleman, on the 
subject ol manures, etc. He must c.vcuso mc, 
however, if I usu as my text the words of 
this thoughtless ndviser : " Well work the 
land tO a good depth, and add a sufficient 
quantity ol auitublo manure." 
. u One of the great powers which soils possess 
is that of absorbing from t io air certain 
gaseous materials, tho very substances which 
plants absorb, retaining thdm for the 
requirements of the growing drop. This 
power of the soil for sell-manuring is greatly 
increased by frequent stirrings lo a good 
depth, and bringing every portion of it into 
immediate contact with the atmosphere. ; 
the consequence i:> the porous body, the) soil, 
nets upon the air, aud there is absorbed car- 
bonic acid, nitric acid, and a considerable 
portion of ammonia, another material for tho 
growth of the plants. 

This is the true theory of fallowing lauds, 
93 sometimes practiced in England, ani is 
nothing more or lesi than a system uf ma- 
nuring from the air ! But th'is stirricg of 
the soil becomes the active means of extract 
ing manure from rains, in the form uf ammo- 
nia and nitric aeid, in such quantities as to 
be perfectly astonishing. 

It has been proved by a very learned 
French chemist (Mr. Ban-all), that tho rain 
wuter which descends in tho neighborhood 
ol Paris contains a quantity of ammonia and 
nitric acid, estimated to be equal to a dres- 
sing of cwts. Peruvian guano per acre. If 
thn hind therefore is left unstirred, a groat 
portion of ibis manure is lost to the land, by 
fie rain running oil' the surface. Therefore 
it is a si'ne qwt non with nil good larmers to 
keep the soi 1 well stirred. 

" And add a sufficient quantity of ma- 
nure." It is needless to say that what are 
called artificial manures, of any kind, nre 
too expensive to admit of their being im- 
ported and used in this Colony under present 
circumstances — attention, therefore, should 
lie directed to every available BUU9titute to 
be found in this Island, as a manure tor most 
virgin soils. Lime ranks very high., and as 
this substance is found herein various locali- 
ties, the farmer should avail himself of the 
advantage, for I am of opinion, a more useful 
manure for tho soils ol this colony can hardly 
be lound. Lime acts powerlully nut only 
on the mineral hut ulio on the organic matter 
in tho soils. When applied in die form of a 
carbonate, wo have at once a determinate 
action on the organic matter, and also a 
grout power of absorption from tho air — a 
rapid decomposition takes place of roots, 
and plants and other vegetable debris, fur- 
nishing the greatest amount of available nu- 
trition in the shortest space of ti mo. In their 
natural state decomposition ot these sub- 
stances goes on but slowly for tho want of a 
substance with which the dilfercnt vegetable 
acids formed in the various phases of decom- 
position could unite. 

In many soils too there is a considerable 
amount ol nitrogen, evidently not available 
for plants, but in such a stale that when 
brought into contact with calcareous matter 
is capable of being at oneo taken up by 
plants. 

In conclusion, if limestone cannot ho found 
in his locality, in situations favorable to its 
conversion into caustic carbonate, " a hus- 
bandman" will excuse me recommending a 
substitute : lot him look out forthoso masses 
uf broken oyster and other shells so frequently 
to be met with in this Island, and convert 
them into manure by burning — his own inge- 
nuity will devise the best means of accom- 
plishing this. Five or ten tons of limo to the 
acre will be to " add u suitable manure."

Further on the 
Luajerri follows its example, and anil further 
un, at the centre of the northern coast of the 
hike, issues tho parent stream of the Nile, 
falling over locks ol an igneous character, 
aud Conning fails 12 feet high, which he had 
christened by the nurno of the "Ripen Fulls," 
in honor of the President of the Geographical 
Society at the time of the starting of the 
expedition. The escnpe of the Ny.mzn's 
waters, 20 miles north of the Equator, was 
the only outlet examined, owing to the bar- 
barous restrictions placed on travellers by 
the king of the country. They, however, 
saw the junction of the Nile with the Kadi 
ami Asua rivers, a d crossed tho Luajerri 
halfway between its escape from the lako and 
its junction with the parent stream. Proceed- 
ing down the. Nile from the Ripon Falls they 
first passed through a row of sandstone hills, 
after which the river rushes down due north 
with the beuuty of a mountain torrent, run- 
ning oil' at last into long tints more like a lako 
than a river. In Unyoioil is increased by tho 
contributions of the Kafu and Luajerri, and 
continues navigable as fur us tho Karuraa 
Falls, where it rushes on with boisterous 
liveliness. They could not continue iheir p:u- 
sage beyond this point owing to n war that 
was raging in tho country; They n**xt met 
the old river in tho Madi "country, where it 
still bearythe tinmistakuole churactor of tho 
Nile— long fiats aud long rapids. Here it is 



that another great feeder from tho Nynnza 
lake, the Abuii river, j ains it on the eastern 
Side. On tho other aide a long flat extends 
fir into the country— as fur. Captain Speke 
believes, as the.little Lata Nzigi lake. With 
the test of the Nile wo ought to be well ac- 
quainted, bet little is really known about it, 
owing to the fact of no one llariug vet taken 
the trouble to place udometers nt proper 
sprits. Proceeding onwards, Ihe next great 
uflluent is the Bahrel Ghazal, which joins lha 
Nile with hardly any visible stream, having 
more the appearance of a lake than ol a river. 
The second is the Geraffee river, which may 
be said to be only one-ihiid of the Nile in 
size at its point of junction. Its source isyet 
to be discovered. Its character suggests the 
possibility of its coining from Lako Nyar.zi. 
I'he third affluent la the Southern Sobat river, 
also full and navigable. The Northern Sobat 
they passed without knowing it. (Jaotain 
Speke then wenl on to dcscilbe some other 
tributaries ol the Nile, concluding by giving 
an ttceodnt of Ills meeting with Mr. Uaker at 
Khartoum, who had nobly come up the Nile 
to meet him with no less than throe ladies. 
Mr. liaker and his party intended following 
out Ihe stream supposed to lead lo the little 
Luta Nzigi lake to its Bource. They would 
be pleased to hear that Mr. Pethcrick was in 
perfect health and excellent suirils, and trad 
ing energetically when last ho heard of him.

Nova Sootia Gold Mines. 



Halifax, N. S., May 30, 1803. 

The old adBge, " it never rains, but it 
pours " is verified with regard to intelligence 
from the Gold Minss, which has been liter- 
ally pouring in upon u« for the past few weeks. 
The newly discovered quartz veins nt Soux 
Lake, near Dartmouth, mentioned in my last 
letter, promised to be very valuable. The 
Government surveyors liavo been at nine of 
these already ; quite n number of claims are 
taken up, and tho district received the nniiio 
of " Montague." 

Four hundred nnd two days labor on a 
claim at Isuuo'h Harbor produced 43 tons of 
tpiartz which yielded 2ijoz. of gold, or over 
512 per day for each man employed. The 
total expanse of mining and crushing was 
8 973 ; the value ol the gold, at *20 per oz.. 
$4,830; net profit $3,858. This will of 
course be understood as an extraordinary 
yield. 

From Goldenville we get chceiing intel- 
ligence. One claim 1ms given 100 oz. ol gold 
from 22 tons of quartz, another Hi lbs. of 
gold from 30 tons of quartz, and 15 tons of 
quartz, of a better quality, remained to bo 
crushed. Several American nnd Colonial 
companies aro organizing for operation at 
theso mines. Mining is much belter under 
stood this season than last, and will be more 
successfully prosecuted. 

A few days ago 288 oz. of gold were 
brought to town from Sherbrooke, nil ol 
which was procured daring the present year 
from the Hewitt claim on the Blue Lend. 
About nine men nre steadily employed on the 
claim, which is now worked to the depth ol 
eighty feet, whore the quartz yields 8 oz. ol 
gold to tho ton. The gold above mentioned 
was taken from quartz yielding hut fU oz to 
the ton ; so that the returns are now greater 
than at any time since I ho opening of the 
claim. 

It is said that the richest gold hearing vein 
of quartz yet discovered in (he Province has 
been opened on the claims of the " Nova 
Scotia Lead nnd (Sold Crushing and Amal- 
gamating Company " at Sherbrooke. This 
lead when first worked in March lust, was 
only half an inch thick at the surface ; but 
so rich that 300 lbs. of quaitz taken Irom a 
shaft of live feet in deptli yielded 5 oz. 12 
dwts. of gold. Hut this yield has since been 
exceeded. The agent in his return for April 
leports that the last 10 feet in the shaft gave 
200 lbs. of quartz, which yielded oz. 1) dwt. 
9 jrrsj. of gdd, equivalent to 90 oz. per ton 
The lead, though small, increases in thick- 
ness and is worked downward, und pays in 
the shall on an average, two per cent over 
washing expenses. 

"The accounts from Sherbrooke, Wine 
Ilurbor and Lane Harbor gold fields, are 
most encouraging. We learn from a gen- 
tleman who recently returned from a trip to 
the eastern gold fields, that 33 tons and 
hundred-weight of quartz crushed at Golden- 
ville, yielded 1 15 lbs. 7 dwt. of gold. The 
quartz was taken from the Nawloundland 
claim on the Mulgruve lead at Isaac Harbor, 
and is the result • f four men's labor lor five 
months. A liiend of ours, recently from 
Wine Harbor, was shewn by Mr. Hallie, ,thc 
Superintendent of Ihe ' Victoria Uiusher' a 
mass of pure gold, weighing 32 oz. extracted 
from 6 barrels of qusrtz ; ulso, 18 oz. Irom 3 • 
barrels of quartz The quartz was taken 
from the Caledonia pit. A number of oilier 
pits are doing remarkably well. Work has 
commenced on Ihe ' Major Norton claim, : 
with an excellent prospect of success. A 
contract has been made to sink 30 feet, and 
to be continued as may he found necessary. 
There is no doubt this will prove a very rich 
claim." 

At Wine Harbor, nine barrels of quartz 
from the Caledonia claim produced 50 oz. ol 
pure gold. These by no means exhaust the 
various and cheering statements which greet 
us on every hand with regard to the value ol 
our gold mines. 01 course there are some 
persons engaged in gold mining in this Prov- 
ince who are not paying their working ex- 
penses ; others, perhaps, who are sinking 
money ; but this is ihe case in uli branches 
of industry, and in all gold producing coun- 
tries. It is satisfactory, however, to learn, 
us we do from the report of the chief gold 
commissioner, that within tho first year alter 
the working of our mines, the average yield 
per man, was greater than in any uf the gold 
fields of tiie world.

Ti.'R Grizzly.— The grizzly bear (Units 
horribili3) is the largest and most formidable 
of the quadrupeds of California. He grows 
to be fuur feet high and seven feet long, with 
a weigh!, when very large and fat, of 2,000 
pounds, being the largest of tho carnivorous 
animals, and much heavier than the lion or 
tiger ever get to be. The grizzly bear, how- 
ever, as ordinarily seen, does not exceed 800 
or 900 por/nds in weight. In color the body- 
is a light greyish-brown, dark brown about 
the ears and along tho ridge ol the back, and 
nearly black on tho logs. The hair is long, 
coarse, and wiry, and stiff on tho tnp of tlio 
neck and between the shoulders The "griz- 
zly," as ho is usually called, is more common 
in California than any other kind of bear, 
and was nt ono time exceedingly numerous 
for so large ait nnimul ; but be offered so 
much meat fur the hunters, and did so much 
damage to the farmers, that he bus been in- 
dustriously hunted, nnd his numbers have 
been greatly reduced. Ho ranges through- 
out the State, but prefers to make his home 
in tho chaparral or bushes, wherein) tho black 
bear likes ihe heavy timber. The grizzly is 
very tenacious of life, and lie is seldom im- 
mediately killed by a single bullet. His 
thick, wiry hair, tough skin, heavy coats of 
fat when in goo j condition, and huge bones, 
go far to protect his vital organs ; but he often 
scorns to preserve all his strength and activity 
for an hour or more aftor having been shot 
through ihe lungs nnd liver with large rifle 
balls. He is one of the most dangerous ani- 
mals to attack. There is mucti probability 
that when shot ho will not he killed outright. 
When merely wounded, he is ferocious. ILs 
weight and strength are so great that ho bears 
down all opposition before him, nnd ho is 
very quick, his speed in running being nearly 
equal to that ol the horse. In attacking a 
man, he usually rises on his hind legs, strikes 
his enemy with one of his powerful fore 
paws, and thon commences to bite him. If 
the tnun lies still, with his faco down, the 
hear will usually content himself with biting 
him for a while about the arms nnd legs, and 
then go ot! a few steps and watch him. If 
Ihe man lies mill, the hear will believe him 
dead, am! will soon get tired and go away. 
But let tho man movj, and the bear is upon 
him again ; let him light, and he will bo in 
immediate danger of being torn lo pieces. 
About hull a dozen men. on an average, are 
killed yearly in Culiforniu by grizzly bears, 
and ns* many more nre cruelly mutilated. — 
llittell's Resources or' California.
